Attached is a letter dated August 27, 1992, in which the State of Alaska provided
notice—pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 2409a(m)—of its intent to file a quiet title action to the
submerged lands underlying the Stikine River, among other rivers. By way of this letter,
the State seeks to renew and clarify that prior notice as it pertains to the Stikine River.
Those portions of the bed of the Stikine River that are permanently or periodically
covered by tidal water up to the line of mean high tide were included in a Disclaimer of
Interest by the United States filed in Alaska v. United States, 546 U.S. 413 (2006)
(Glacier Bay). To the extent the United States continues to dispute the State’s title, in not
less than 180 days, the State intends to sue to quiet title to the submerged lands
underlying the Stikine River. This includes all land between the ordinary high water lines
of the left and right banks from the Alaska/Canada International Border in T 60 S., R. 86
E., Copper River Meridian, Alaska, downstream to all points of confluence at its mouth
in the Eastern Passage, Dry Strait and Frederick Sound, within T. 60 S., R. 82 E.; T. 61
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S,R.83E.and T.61 S.,,R. 84 E.;and T. 62 S., R. 82, 83 and 84 E., Copper River

Meridian, Alaska.

Title to these lands passed to Alaska at statehood based on the equal footing
doctrine, the Submerged Lands Act, 43 U.S.C. §§ 1301 ef seq., and the Alaska Statehood
Act, 72 Stat. 339, 48 U.S.C. note preceding § 21.
